I've given your new draft of the Planning Guidelines a long, careful 
look. It is very good and I hope our industry's managers take the next 
logical steps of setting priorities and organizing and projecting pro- 
grams which are required. Paragraph 21. is very important and well 
presented and I hope that it is read carefully. 

ILLEGIB 

There are two portions of the paper which should be very significant 
to planners, but which might be overlooked since they are somewhat 
buried in long paragraphs. One portion is the last two sentences of 
paragraph 22, Perhaps you could combine these sentences with 
paragraph 26, and create a new paragraph under the General Section 
of Part II. The other portion is the last three sentences of paragraph 
30. I would break these out as a separate paragraph to facilitate 
identification and emphasis. 


It is possible that the paper gives too little emphasis on economics. 
It seems likely that the ability of the U.S. to cope with its internal 
problems and its foreign affairs will depend upon maintaining a healthy 
growing economy. Foreign investment, trade and markets will probably 
grow in importance at the same time that the U.S. will be faced with 
stiffer competition from other major industrial countries and increasing 
nationalism in the lesser developed countries. I can't help but think 
that we will see even more emphasis in this area in our foreign 
policies and objectives over the next few years and therefore we 
should see an increasing role for intelligence collection and analysis. 
U.S. ational security interests could become more closely identified 
with international economic factors than we have experienced in the 
past.
